1832-1929 
Our 97th Anniversary in 1929 


In the Rector’s Vestry Room is a framed document of 
great value to Emmanuel parish. It is the Deed of Conse- 
cration of Emmanuel Chapel by Bishop H. U. Onderdonk 
on January 30, 1832. 

The original Church lot on which the first building and 
the present Church edifice were erected was the gift of Miss 
Hannah Lardner in 1831. 

The grounds were greatly enlarged subsequently, Miss 
Catherine M. Moore subscribing $2,000 of the $2,536.50 
required for the purchase. 


The original building was erected through the instru- 
mentality of the Rev. George Shects, Rector of Trinity 
Church Oxford and All Saint’s Church, Torresdale. 

It was consecrated by Bishop Onderdonk in 1832 as 
Emmanuel Chapel of Fase. This is an English term mean- 
ing a building erected for those living at an inconvenient 
distance from the parish Church. 


This year—1929—we shall celebrate our 97th anniver- 
sary and begin it with our 


Congregational meeting on the 1st Thursday in January, 
Jan. 3 at 8 P. M. in Garrett Hall when the whole congrega- 
tion are bidden to be present for an Evening of Good Fel- 
lowship, Entertainment, Refreshment and the reading of the 
Reports and Election of Vestry. An energetic Committeee 
under the Chairmanship of Mr. Harvey Haines is appointed 
by the Rector to have charge of this Meeting perhaps the 
first of its kind—ever held in this Parish. 


The Success of our 97th Anniversary depends upon 
the personal interest and attendance of every body. 

Let us begin the year with a great meeting ón, January 
3, 1929.

A Message from Dean Van Meter 


As Dean of the Convocation of Germantown, I was 
requested to write a message to the Infant Mission of the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania. 

It is natural that those of us upon whose shoulders had 
been placed the responsibility for the development of the 
Missionary work in this great Convocation should have 
felt the burden as the north-eastern part of the city began 
to grow so rapidly. We were watching the whole field as 
best we could when the Rev, Sydney Goodman brought 
to the attention of the Dean and Missionary Committee, 
the great opportunity near Holmesburg. 

His quick vision and missionary spirit has brought 
about a result that, at that time, seemed impossible. When, 
two short years, we walked the open fields and tarm- 
lands with him, and the Bishop and Archdeacon picked 
out a lot in a very moist place, who would have dreamed 
that that lot would be surrounded by houses today, that 
Frankford Ave. would look like North Broad St., and 
Cottman Street be a great thoroughfare? 

The thought of us all, was to serve the people who, 
we were told, were coming to this community, and Mr. 
Goodman was willing, at the wish of the Bishop, to take 
upon himself the details of the task. In that spirit the 
work began; and through the power, and under the bless- 
ing of God, the results speak for themselves. The growth 
of the Sunday School in one year, from four to one hun- 
dred and twenty-four scholars is unheard of in this Dio- 
cese. I suppose we could call that 3100 per cent. increase. 
Then there is the splendid evening congregation, which 
often fills the Mission House. 

Better far than all this for the future, are the words 
in the first issue of Englewood Echoes, “our password is 
welcome, our greeting is a smile.” With this foundation, 
the growth must continue and increase. At the first serv- 
ice at which I was privileged to join with you-at the Mis- 
sion, that thought was the whole theme; that numbers of 
people long for the spiritual encouragement to be found 
in the friendship of a smile. It is a great pleasure to me 
to know that this spiritual idea underlies the whole fabric. 

Therefore, while congratulating you as a band of ener- 
getic workers, I would remind you that continued love for 
God, and your neighbor, and your minister, will make of 
you a great church.

Notes 


Communicants coming into the parish, or leaving it 
should comply with the following canon: 

“A communicant removing from one parish to another 
SHALL procure from the rector, (if any) of the parish of 
his last residence, or if there be no Rector, from one of the 
wardens, a certificate stating that he or she is a communi- 
cant in good standing; and the record of the parish or con- 
gregation to which he or she removes shall not be re- 
quired to receive or her as a communicant until such letter 
be produced.” 

Concerning baptisms, the rubric before the officers for 
that sacrament says: 

“The minister of every parish shall often admonish 
the people that they defer not the baptism of their children 
longer than the first or second Sunday after their birth, or 
other holy day falling between, unless, upon a great: and 
reasonable cause. And he shall also warn them that with- 
out like great cause and necessity they procure not their 
children to be bptized at home in their houses.” 

Attention is called to the rubric before the office for 
the visitation of the sick, which reads: 

“When any person is sick, notice shall be given there- 
of to the minister of the parish.” 

On due notice being given, the Rector is always ready 
and desirous to administer the Holy Communion to such 
as by reason of sickness or other infirmity are prevented 
from coming to the church. 

The Rector should always be consulted before arrange- 
ments are made for baptisms, marriages or funerals at 
which he:is expected to officiate. 

The proper place for baptisms, marriages and funerals 
is the church. 

It will greatly aid the Rector if when parishioners 
change their residences they will immediately notify him. 

Every person who worships in the church is asked to 
give something regularly each month toward its support, 
envelopes may be obtained from the Assistant, Mr. Roy 
Lintz, Accounting Warden. 

What work are you doing in the Parish? 

Will you use the Parish Prayer daily? 

Be ready to assist the Rector in his work. He has 
great responsibitilies and needs your prayers and co-opera- 
tion. 


Rules for Holy Communion 


The following suggestions will be found helpful es- 
pecially by those newly confirmed. 


Try to make some real preparation at home, as well 
as in the Church, before receiving. 


Be sure to come to Holy Communion regularly—at 
least monthly, and also on Christmas Day, Easter Day and 
Whitsunday. 


Always remove gloves before approaching the Altar. 


When you come forward to receive Holy Communion, 
be careful not to crowd. Try also to let members of fam- 
ilies kneel side by side. It often means much to them. Re. 
member that consideration for others is nowhere so fitting 
as at the Lord’s Table. 


When you come to the Altar Rail, try to kneel as near 
and as erect as possible. 


Receive the Bread in the right hand—held open across 
the left hand. Raise both hands to the lips. 


Be sure to grasp the Chalice firmly and guide it to 
your lips. 


Pray while kneeling at the Altar Rail. ‘Try fully to 
realize what the service means. Pray especially for great- 
er love to God and for your neighbor. Offer a prayer of 
thanksgiving, too. 


When you return to your seat, continue your prayers 
and thanksgiving. Learn to use the rich treasury of de- 
votion in Prayer Book and Hymnal. 


Never leave the Church before the Benediction.

1843—January 30. Emmanuel Chapel (under All Saints’ 
. Church) consecrated. 

1844—February 12. The Rector, Church Wardens and 
Vestrymen of Emmanuel Church, Holmesburg, in 
the county of Philadelphia organized. 

1844—March 4. First By-Laws of Church adopted. 

1844—April 9. Act of Incorporation under the above 
name approved by the Governor of Pennsylvania. 

1844—May 27. The Rev. Wm. H. Bourns elected first 
Rector of the Church. 

1844—July 5. Church property conveyed to Emmanuel

New Church Building consecrated 
by Bishops Potter and Bowman. 

1861 —February 27. Rectory on Maple Lane (Blakiston 
Street) completed on ground donated by Presley 
Blakiston. 

1864—The Rev. D. C. Millett elected the fourth Rector of 
the Church. 

1879—June 11. Cornerstone of Parish Building, the gift 
of Miss Eliza J. Brown, was laid by Bishop 
Stevens 

1889—Oct. 7. Benediction pronounced by Bishop Whitaker 
on The Joseph E. Temple Memorial Rectory. 

1894—April 8 and 9. Celebration of the Fiftieth Anniver- 
sary of the Church. 

1894—October 23. The Rev. Arnold Harris Hord elected 
fifth Rector of the Church. 

1899-1900—New and enlarged Chancel of the Church erect- 
ed under the auspices of the Choir Guild. 

1900—Vested Choir introduced. 

1901—March 1. The Rev. Robert A. Tufft elected sixth 
Rector of the Church. 
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1911—Easter Sunday. ‘The Rev. Sydney Goodman, the 
present Rector, took charge of the Church and 
_ Parish.

Restoration of the Church Spire by the Sewing Guild

new kitchen sink installed by the Ladies” Aid Society. 

1926. A handsome iron fence, the generous gift of 
Mrs. Mary M. Garrett, has been erected on the Frankford

Bread Box for Wafers presented by the Rev. Sydney 
Goodman. 

In 1928. The interior of the church painted and 
thoroughly restored. This work was initiated and_under- 
taken by the Sewing Guild, who became responsible for 
the larger portion of the expense. They were assisted 
generously by members of the Vestry and Societies and 
the congregation. 

Concrete Sidewalk round a portion of the Parish House 
by the Parish School Guild. 

THE FONT COVER, which was given several years 
ago by Miss Mary S. Glenn in memory of her sister, Miss 
Lizzie Crispin Glenn, was beautifully restored by Miss Mary 
Glenn, at the same time the interior of the Church was 
renovated and repainted.
